ASONABLE HINTS. 
Writing” come this heading in the Weekly 
Fem. the rr Correspondent 
- 8 :— 
The grass will be bo much improved by the 
rain that the goslings 


for killing next 
month should fatten well. 


Still, although 
they have plenty of grass—and this is 
their chief food—a little hand “feeding 
should bé given to plump .them up. 
‘‘Michaelmas geese,’ or ‘green geese 
they are usually called, are often 
marketed sree t. from che fields, only 
having grage fe ing. It is better to give 
them in addition a litthe maize or mmize 
meal orice..a day about neon. Jucks 
should: have sient? of feeditg through the 

fields’ in slugs and snails since the rain 
came, but they, too, are better of a 
little grain every day. Oatsymay be put 
into a trough of water every evening. 
Any that are ‘still laying chowld also have 
a feed of soft mash in ‘the: qmorning. 

Allow the ducklings plenty. a heuer space 
at night, with comforta dry bedding. 
Keep “he flocks..downm. to...managealle 
numbers, and “avoid ‘mixing birds of 

various sorts and different, ages together. 
Little ducklings. never havé a chance to 
thrive if they have bigger ones to contend 
with. Those that are being prepared for 
market should be confined within certain 
hmits and not allowed into watér, hut 
those to be kept as stock birds should 
have free range and he well fed.

Suggestions for the Ritchen- 


Diningroom. 
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One room has freguently to serve two pur- 
poses in these days when money is difhcult 
to get and: even more difficult to retain. 
The bed-sittingroom and the living room, 
which is .drawing and diningroom in one, 
are probably the most familiar examples of 
these Jekyll-and-Hyde apartments. 

Another double-purpose room which is less 
often .used is the kitchen diningroom. Now 
that so many women do their own housework, 
there is, however, a good deal to be said in 
favour of eating a meal in the same room 1D 
which it is prepared. Many peopie seem to 
find it impossible to sit down in the same 
room with (a) the gas-stove, (b) the sink. 
They complain that (a) is ugly and (b) is 
smelly. 

The fact of the matter is that the modern 
gas-cooker, often enamelled white or pale grey, 
which is preferred by most up-to-date house- 
wives, is very far from unsightly, and that 
any unpleasautness attaching to the sink 1s 
entirely due to reprehensible carelessness on 
the housewife’s part. In any case, it 15 
ulmost always possible, by means of a good- 
sized folding screen, to conceal both sink and 
stove ddring méals. 

The window arrangements of the kitchen. 
diningroom are particularly important, as 
they can do more than anything to produce 
the farmhouse aspect which is the ideal to 
aim at in furnishing this type of combination 
room. ‘The most conspicious feature of many 
kitchens is the, dresser with the dinner service 
in full view upon it. It is a good plan there- 
fore, to choose curtains to harmonise witb 
the china. Blue and white crockery demands, 
for instance, plain blue outer curtains with 
prim white lace inner ones. These give,a 
delightfully cottagey air to the windows. 

Lace hangings of some kind are essential 
both to assure privacy while meals are being 
eaten and to exclude flies while they are 
being cooked. Some people, however, prefer 
coloured inner curtains as well as outer ones. 
For summer use there is certainly something 
very cool about blue or green lace hangings, 
and there are some lovely shades to be found 
in these ligli and pretty curtains. 

As a matter of fact, these laces are sc 
reasonably priced that even tall oj@-fashioned 
windows do not cost much to curtain, and 
many people make a point of having severai 
sets and ringing the ones.

| Ffousework Js Bad For 
One’s Books, Hut— 


PECIAL precautions should he taken by 
S the housewife if she is desirous of pre- 
serving her appearance despite the 
sturm und drung of housework, particularly 
in the kitchen. ‘To stand over a cooking 
stove for any length of time is quite as 
injurious as to face a strong sun, indeed it 
is often far worse, because probably there 
will be steam to combat with in addition to 
the heat, while constantly opening a . oven 
door has its own trials. 

Before the housew:fe starts upon a morn- 
ing’s cooking, she should -npe off al. trace 
of powder from her face, aud then apply a 
special preparation. 

A little very weak glycerine ard rose 
water—about one teaspoonful of glycerine to 
two ounces of the rose ~ ater. . The face 
must be bathed with the solution, and it 
must be allowed to dry on. 

When the cooking is finished, a little skin 
food should be rubbed into the fave, or it 
may be bathed with an emulsion cf almonds. 

The latter will be extremely L ‘pful if the 
skin is very heated, because it is ..ch a 
cooling prepaartion, but if neither are handy, 
then just simple cold cream can be substt- 
tuted, as it has a happy Inack ot quickly 
reducing the temperature. of the part to 
which it is applied. 


For Tirep Feer. 


High heels should never be worn wher 
standing for long. ‘To freshen up tired feet 
and weary legs they should be cathed with 


‘wo parts of diluted solution of ammonia 
and one part of spirits of wine to thirty 
parts of tepid water. 

The solution must be well stirred before 
it is used. ) 
If the hands are at all <tained, a special 
remedy must be applied, but on no account 
should they be washed first. 

That is a mistake that 1s frequently made; 
also the part should not be wiped over, .as 
that would probably drive the stain “into the 
pores, making it far more difficult to remove. 

Lemon juice, with just a trace of salt 
added to it, will remove many stains, and 
a little toilet cream or oil must be rubbed 
in directly afterwards, to prevent roughness. 


Wenic-Carep Hanps. 


A good housewife has strong, capable 
hands, which are probably very graceful too; 
but she will spoil their subtle character if she 
tapers the nails too sharply, or varnishes 
them too brightly. They will so often get 
ragged, and the varnish will be scratched 
and patchy. 

Housework means the fairly constant im- 
mersion of the hands in water, and a frequent 
rubbing-in of an almond and honey lotion, 
and a practice of pushing back the cuticles 
every time after washing ,will make them 
look well-cared for. 

And there is one other thing that is most 
important for the housewife. 

She should manage night and morning to 
spend ten minutes lying on a or, pre- 
ferably, a harde: surface-——-an eiderdown on 
the floor makes an excellent one—perfectly 
flat, without a cushion or a pillow beneath 
head or back.

A great many houses have vines clamber- 
ing up over their walls. While these add 
much to the appearance of a house, especially 


on their beautiful tints, they are very 
dangerous if the vines are allowed to grow 
up: a chimney leading from an open fire- 
place and the roof .is covered with wooden 
shingles. 

The vines, when they reach the chimney 
top, generally get in the opening, and if 
not removed become dry as tinder, and a 
spark is all. that is necessary to start them 
burning. The fire can then work its way 
down to the shingles and do great damage 
hefore it is discovered. Keep your eye on 
your vinés and see to it that they do not 
grow over your chimney top.

i? is wonderful how many perfectly 
natural, legitimate things done by 
our fellow-creatures arouse in us a 
feeling of intense annoyance, even 
anger. Take, for instance, a public 
restaurant. We walk in, look eagerly 
around for an inviting little table, settle 
ourselves, and pic up the menu. From 
that moment the table has become ours, 
and if we are sufficiently experienced, 
we know to a hair’s breadth how far to 
lift a surprised eyebrow to keep away 
any tentative new-comers. It must be 
just high enough to causa them to think 
that some other table is equally desirable, 
but not high enough to cast any asper- 
sions on our good breeding or to make 
it impossible for us to pass the salt, if 
the congestion at other tables ordain ¢hat 
they eventually sidle apologetically on 
to a chair at ‘‘ ours.”’ Of course, it is 
absurd. We cannot in our sober senses 
expect the management to provide every 
customer in a public restaurant with a 
separate table;.and yet we behave as if 
we did. To-day you may be the lucky 
‘‘owner’’ of a table, to-morrow you may 
be the intruder. 

What of that cosy chair at the club? 
How often have you sat uncomfortably at 
the back of the room, although the big 
Jeather chairs at the fire were unoccupied, 
because some fellow members had sat on 
those chairs so often that they had a 
sort of vested right to them, and you were 
afraid to take one in case its usual 
occupier came in! The same thing may 
be seen in boarding houses to an even 


worse degree. 

"Gon is Mrs. A's chhir.” “Oh, don’t 
sit there, dear, Miss B always likes that 
corner,” and so on. Usually the safest 
thing for a newcomer to do is to retire 
to her own room, or sit on some hard 
upright chair until she has been long 
enough in the place to know who “owns 
what,” and then, if she is lucky, stake 
her own claim; for there are few things 
in life capable of producing so 
devastating an effect as being confronted 
suddenly by some indignant dame, and 
bearing an injured voice say: ‘“ Excuse 
me, I usually sit in that chair; do you 
mind ?’’—a long-drawn-out inflection on 
the “mind.” Feeling guilty of a bad 
socia] solecism, one beats a hasty retreat. 


THAT CORNER SEAT. 


It is the same spirit which makes us 
all rush for a window-seat in a train. 
Of course, one can hardly create a vested 
right to any particular seat, but how 
often have I heard travellers say: 
“ Can’t you get me a window-seat, porter, 
and with my back to the engine (or face, 
which ever has the lesser prejudicial effect 
upon the speaker’s delicate inner 
mechanism); I never care to travel any 
other way?”’ 

If there is no window-seat, for the 
reason that «all our fellow-travellers are 
filled with like desire. how often have 
we not sat bolt upright in the middle of 
the seat, with a feeling of having a 
legitimate grievance against the Incky 
corner-snatcher! If. they are people 
who prefer the window shut when we 
want it open, or open when we want it 
shut, our internal state is aptly summed- 
up by two lines of a highly moral poem 
I remeniber learning in my childhood’s 
days.

Perhaps not, but they have often itched 
to get at that window-strap; and 
while we are on the subject, why is it 
that in nine cases out of ten it is the 
person who wants the window shut that 
controls the situation ? 


CROWDED 'BUSES. -

BRITISH MYSTERY ’PLANE. 

The new Gloster-Napier Six, built for 
Britain for the Schneider Trophy Race, 
was shown to a select few yesterday at 
Calshot.

The stream-lining has left little else 
than a winged shell. Only the designer 
and the tectfhical staff know her full possi- 
bilities.

A Silent City. 


Dublin seems a strangely silent city 
without its trams. There is no doubt that 
they must add enormously to the noises of 
the modern city. On the other hand, 
there is this somewhat paradoxical result 
of the cessation of the tramway service—- 
it is harder than ever to cross the roads. 
Motorists no longer have to slow up at 
corners, or mark time while pedestrians 
dart to and fro behind the sheltering bulk 
ofthe trams.

Ghe Lure of Speed. 


Why do people talk as though the lure 
of speed is a purely modern product? No 
one, you would suppose, ever wanted to 
move faster than his neighbour until the 
twentieth century. It is an illusion, 
What the world longed for in its youth it 
is obtaining in its old age. Pheidippides, 
running from Marathon to Athens, was 
fore-runner of the Indian Air Mail 
Service; the wax-welded wings manu- 
factured by Daedalus were harbingers of 
the ‘‘ six-mile-a-minute’’ machine which 
is to fly for the Schneider Cup. When 
crowds collected in the Phoenix Park to 
watch motorists compete for the Grand 
Prix, they did but do what their forbears 
did before them, thronging to the Olympic 
Games of the fields about Taga, to hero- 
worship and cheer on their favourite 
charioteer.

A Drumcondra Aeronaut. 


Now that the Graf Zeppelin has begun 
its flight reund the world, writes a corre- 
spondent, it may not be amiss to recall a 
less ambitious attempt made by an Irish- 
man more than a century ago. At one 
o elock on the Ist October, 1812, a certain 
Mr. Sadler ascended in a balloon from the 
grounds of Belvidere House, Drumcondra, 
to the cheering of enthusiastic onlookers. 
With a favouring breeze, he sailed 
rapidly over the Hill of Howth, and at 
three o clock the appearance of his balloon 
caused some excitement in the Isle of 
Man. An hour later he was rapidly 
approaching the English coast, some 
where between Wales and Liverpool, when 
the wind changed suddenly and checked 
his advance. It had been his original 
intention to land at Liverpool if the wind 
had. not failed him, but, fearing the 
approach of darkness, he threw the 
ballast out of the car, and came down «<n 
the sea. Fortunately, the captain of a 
vessel, which was near at hand, saw his 
predicament, and came to his assistance. 
At the request of the balloonist, the 
captain ran his bowsprit through the 
balloon, and thus secured it from drifting 
lurther. The aeronaut was then 
evtricated from the car, little the worse 
for his exciting adventure, «but sorely dis- 
appointed at not having been able to 
reach Liverpool, 


“Che Foreigner’ Complex. 


‘Your story of a foreigner’s adventure, 
or rather misadventure, in Clare, 
interested me,” writes a correspondent, 
‘‘and I am wondering how much of it 
may be true.

They, 
however, are rarely rude; but they can be 
very short in their manner at times, and 
there is always suspicion of some sort 
behind it. What it means is that they 
cannot place us in their mental picture 
of who’s who and what’s what.

MONEY FROM POULTRY. 


That any self-respecting hen should lay 
three days out of five and earn for her 
owner eight to ten shillings in the year, 
and that by using scientific methods as 
much as £2 or £3 a week could be made 
from the poultry industry even on Small 
holdings, were among the things told to a 
large number of West Cork farmers and 
their wives and daughters, who during the 
week paid a visit to the Munster Agri- 
cultural Institute, Cork. 

The Institute, better known locally as 
the “ model farm,” has now over fifty 
resident pupils. It possesses a herd of 
forty milch cows, twenty-eight in-calf 
heifers and twenty more young stock, as 
well as a herd of pigs. Twenty-four acres 
are occupied by buildings and garden, 
ninety-six being allocated half to tillage 
and half to pasture, and there were also 
about fifty-six acres of a neighbouring 
farm available. 

Poultry-keeping, however, is the big 
feature, and, although already the most 
extensive poultry farm in the Free State, 
it is being extended, as the number of 
applicants for tuition has outgrown the 
accommodation. Here are kept for laying 
tests birds from every part of the Free 
State, and silver cups, prizes and medals, 
to a total value of nearly £200, are 
awarded every vear in competitions. 

The visit of the Farmers’ Party during 
the week, which was sponsored by the 
Ballineen Farmers’ Union, happened to 
coincide with a visit to the farm of Mr. 
O’Connell, the Department’s chief inspector, 
who told the party that everybody was 
delighted to see the farmers, their sons, 
daughters and wives interesting themselves 
in an institution where advances were 
being made in agricultural production. 
Every farmer, he said, should know some- 
thing about the improved methods adopted 
by his competitors at home and abroad— 
the so-called scientific methods which were 
really not scientific at all, but °* st 
immensely practical. The Munster Institute 
fulfilled many useful purposes, but its 
primary function. they should bear in 
mind, was to make girls good wives and 
daughters of farmers. A secondary func- 
tion was the education of girls for the 
filling of vacancies as instructresses. 


CENTRAL PURCHASING. 


The central purchasing system was sub- 
jected to severe criticism by some Southern 
public boards during the week. At the 
meeting of the Waterford Mental Hospital 
Committee general dissatisfaction was ex- 
pressed by the members with the operation 
of the scheme, and Canon Walsh, the 
chairman, in advocating a change in the 
present system on the expiry of its current 
period, said that there should be a general 
agitation and combination of public bodies 
in this direction. Local traders, who had 
to bear the burden of rates, had some 
right to the distribution of the moneys 
that they helped to provide, and centralisa- 
tion prevented them from having a share.

Once again the race was a tremendous 
success, and was witnessed by immense 
crowds. from all parts of Ireland and from 
across the sea, who filled the grand stand 
and lined the roadside all round the 13 2-3 
mile circuit. The organisation surpassed even 
that of fast year’s event, and the course 
‘tself was in perfect condition. The only 
flaw in a great day s sport was the weather. 
Heavy local downpours swept over parts of 
the course at intervals; yet this, probably, 
did not affect the result, and it was generally 
admitted that the weather might well have 
been far worse. 

THE HANDICAP. 

The handicap system was precisely the 
same as last year. Although all the cars 
were started together only those with engines 
of more than 3,000 c.c. capacity were required 
to do the full distance of 20 laps. Those 
with engines of between 2,000 and 3,000 c.c. 
had to cover 29 laps; those between 
1,100 c.c. and 2,000 c.c., 28 laps: those 
between 750 c.c. and 1,100 c.c., 27 laps; and 
those of less than 750 c.c., amongst which 
were the “baby” Austins, 25 laps. The 
full 3 laps amounted to a trifle less than 410 
miles. The “baby” class had to do nearly 
341 miles. The actual procedure at the start 
varied slightly from last year. All the cars 
were lined up beside their “pits,” facing out 
‘ato the roadway, with their hoods erected. 
The drivers and mechanics were ranged along 
the other side of the road. 

THE “ TRAFFIC” BLOCK. 

Precisely at 11 a.m. the starting signal was 
riven. There was a rush across the road; 
oods were Jowered and fixed down in an 
incredibly short space of time; engines were 
started, and the cars began to shoot off down 
the road. 

The first to get his car out into the road 
was T. E. Rose Richards (Lagonda). Then 
mas the whole line of sixty-five cars 
vegan to move simultaneously. The big 
“scratch’’ cars up at the far end of the 
line with no one in front of them got away 
without much trouble, but just behind them 
there occurred a real traffic block and a scene 
of considerable noise and confusion. The 
road became literally jammed with roaring 
cars, and quite a number of humps and minor 
collisions took place. Cars coming up from 
the rear just had to slow right down and 
wait for the tangle to become unravelled. 
However, in a few seconds all but J. 8. 
Hindmarsh (Lagonda) had roared away out 


of sight, and he, too, soon got going after 
some hurried work under the bonnet. 
Bezzant (Aston-Martin) only got as far as 
Quarry Corner, just beyond the start, before 
he polled in to the side of the road to work 
on his car. After a few minutes he started 
off once more. 


EARLY INCIDENTS. 


As soon as the noise and excitement of the 


“‘traffic jam’ start had subsided, the announcer 


informed the crowd on the grand stand (uSing 
a most efficient and ta heard broadcaating 
system, with loud speakers) that No. 70— 


Carraciola on the big supercharged Mercedes 


—was the first to reach Newtownards. Jn 
quick succession they heard that at the Moat, 
Comber, 
German was still ahead. Then a high-pitched 
whine in the distance heralded his approach, 
and in a few seconds he flashed past the 
stand. Not another car was even in sight! 
In one lap he had shot clean away: irom the 
field. Half a mile behind him came Licu- 
tenant-Commander Glen Kidston on the big 
six-cydinder Bentley, to be followed at 
intervals by H. R. 5. Birkin (Bentley), B. 
Rubin (Bentley), T. Thistlethwayte (Mercedes)) 
(0. Merz (Mercedes) and A. N. Hall (Arrol- 
Aster) 
first of the 1,500 c.c. class, but he was closely 
followed by Kaye Don (Lea-Francis), last 
ears winner. ‘The 1,100 e.c. class was 
eaded by 8. C. H. Davis on a Riley, and the 
750 c.c. class by 8. V. Holbrook (Austiz). 
Already reports of troubles and excitements 
were coming in from the corners round the 
circuit. A. B. Maconochie (Mercedes) pro- 
vided the first thrill at Newtownards by over- 
running the corner, and A. 8. Wright (Ford) 
had a lurid skid in the square. Both B. 
Harcourt Wood (Bentley) and R. 8. Outlaw 
(Riley) stopped at their pits for adjustments 
at the end of the first lap. 

A LAP RECORD. 

Again in the distance the high-pitched 
whine was heard, and Carraciola had gone 
mm to start his third lap, having com- 
pleted the second in 10 minutes 32 seconds 
at the record speed of 77.82 miles per beur. 
He was a long way in front of Kidston on 
the Bentley. Birkin (Bentley) was still in 
third position, but Merz had brought his 
Mercedes up into fourth place. Kaye Den’s 
Lea-Francis was actually in eighth pos:tivn, 
and he had taken the lead in the 1,500 ec. 
class, followed by G. E. 1. Eyston and C. 
Campari, both on Alfa-Romeos. Davis still 
led the 1,100 c.c. class and Holbrook the 7&0 
c.c. class. V. E. Horsman (Triumph) was 
having trouble with his sparking plugs; W. 
Williams (Bugatti) was delayed with a broken 
Ba ipe, and the mechanic on E. Maclure’s 

iley had to hold up a front mudzgard till 
the pits were sade and a temporary repair 
could be effected. R. T. Horton (Awilcar) 
and Earl Howe (Bugatti) also had to stop at 
the pits for repairs. A sharp downpour of 
rain swept along the northern leg ot the 
course and produced a very damp ten 
minutes. 

Carraciola swept on at apparently un- 
diminished speed well over a mile ahead of 
Kidston, who was now followed fairly close 
by Birkin. Merz pulled up at his pit in the 
pouring rain and proceeded to fit a wind- 
screen, complete with screen wipers. A gur-

Lewis’s leadership in the 1,100 c.c. Class 
was brief, and he retired before completing 
his tenth lap, leaving Davis to reassume first 
place.

Barnes, the reserve driver, took the wheel.

Holbrook and Frazer Nash to take the lead 
in the race for the first time. But Caracciola 
was only 54 seconds behind, and very soon 
assed both the Austins and Campari’s Alfa- 

omeo. All he had to do was to run on at 
his ease to the finish. With two laps to go 
he was 52 seconds ahead of Campari. 

No further surprises or changes occurred, 
and Caracciola completed his two laps at an 
easy pace to win by 2 minutes 8 seconds from 
Campari. As each car passed the finishing 
line it was greeted with tremendous applause, 
but the most enthusiastic reception of all was 
accorded to Frazer Nash and Holbrook for 
their gallant fight on the Austins.

VISITOR’S TRIBUTE TO THE 

AUSTINS. 

Interviewed by our Belfast representative 
after the race, Rudolf Carraciola, the win- 
ner, said :—‘'I feel very proud; for it has 
been a great. triumph, but what a race those 
little midgets, the Austins, put up. It 
was simply wonderful. At times it seemed 
that I would never be able to catch them up, 
and get ahead of that five lap start. It 
was only when a few laps from the end that 
I over took them. 

“Tt was agreat moment for me when I 
flashed past Campari’s Alfa Romeo, but it 
was a greater one when I got in front of 
those little Austins. - They did a great per- 
formance, and I take off my hat to them 
and to the brave drivers. It Was a mar- 
vellous battle all through. My car went 
steadily from the start. All the time I 
had only one thought, and that was I must 
win the race.” Asked if the rain had any 
effect upon the raee, he declared that the 
rain fell very heavily at places, and he had 
down a little more at the cor- 
ners. . The road, however, was not slippy, 
except in Newtownards square, where more 
caution was needed. The rain gave the cars 
an opportunity of showing better what could 
be done under ordinary touring conditions. 

Carraciola looked tired at the finish, but 
smiled happily. He is only 28 years of age, 
but is one of the German Mercedes “' star '' 
drivers. He won the Freiburg race in 
1926, the opening race in Nuremburg Ring, 
and made *‘ record’’ time on the same course 
a year later. He has had innumerable 
successes in hill-climbs and speed trials. 
Last year his wins included the Butschari 
Tourist Trophy. 

CAMPARI’S TRIBUTE. 

Campari, the burly Italian driver, in an 
interview, paid a tribute to the marvellous 
driving of Carraciola, who, he declared, 
drove with amazing skill. Campari said : 
“The little British cars were really splen- 
did. For such small cars they put up a 
wonderful endurance 
performance.” 

Frazer Nash, who 
came in third on the 
Baby Austin, dée- 
clared that Carra- 
ciola well deserved 
his victory, and kept 
up a steady pace. 
He was sorry, how- 
ever, not to see a 
British car win. He 
was delighted that

AUSTINS ESCAPE. 


TAKING THE CORNERS AT 
GREAT SPEED. 

At Comber there were a few skids at the 
beginning of the race, but the drivers had a 
healthy respect for the Square corner, and 
they took it easily and for the most part 
neatly. The Raby Austins took this corner 
at very fast speeds—as fast as the Alvis and 
Alfa Romeo cars, which were the fastest and 
steadiest at that corner. Several times it 
appeared as if the Baby Austins would pay 
for their temeritv; but though they skidded 
alarmingly, hit the kerb and sandbag bank 
quite a number of times, they got off un- 


scathed. A little after one o'clock, when they 
started putting on a spurt, Caldicutt’s Austin 
came for the corner too fast, tried to get 
around it) but swung around and stuck its 
tail deep into the sand bank. Caldicutt 
was able to pull her out ander her own power, 
and continued the race without troubling te 
see if any harm had been done. 

” C€ARRACIOLA'S CORNERING. 

The steadiest man on that corner was 
Carraciola on his Mercedes. He took that 
heavy car around the corner with such per- 
cision that he never deviated from his previous 
tracks, He took it the fastest of all the heavy 
' cars, and never once skidded in the slightest 
| degree. 

The first thrill came early when Bowes’ 
| Frazer Nash passed through with flames 
coming from under his bonnet. Then Majer 
Haves’s Bentley failed to take the corner, and 
stuck her nose into the sandbag bank. She 
was backed out to continue with her front 
wheels out of line. When the rain first fell, 
there were plenty of skids at the corner, but 
nothing serious happened. Meeson’s Lea 
Francis came into the square about half-way 
through the race, his engine having cut com- 
pletely out. 

Once Cyril Paul's Alvis overran the corner 
and went up the side street. He was unable 
to pull up until he had run into the wire 
and barrel barricade about one hundred feet 
up. The people, however, had been able to 
get out of the way in time. 
backed down into the Square, and. stopped 
for about half a minute to adjust his loabus 

| A CRASH. 

The only big crash at that corner occurred 
at, the very end oí the race at 4.45 p.m. N. 
Garrad's Arrol-Aster went into a skid as he 
rounded it, broadsided on to the course, and 
then shot forward and stuck his dumbirons 
into the wall beneath the plate glass window 
of a shop. Although he pushed the wall in, 
yet the plate glass was unbroken. Garrad 
backed his car promptly to allow others to 
— and narrowly averted a crash. . The 

reakdown gang immediately hauled the car 
down a lane off the course. Her bonnet was 
shoved back, and the dumbirons, front axle 
and wheels were all bent. 

Five minutes later Field's Bugatti broad- 
sided around the corner, and Wright, on a 
Ford, was compelled to stop dead and wait 
until the Bugatti was able to get away 
again. 


DRIVER AND A MECHANIC 
KILLED. 


CAR DASHES INTO BREAK- 
DOWN GANG. 


A remarkable smash at Ballystockart, two 
miles from Comber, during the race resulted 
in the death of two men, one of whom was 
the driver of a car, while the other was a 
member of a breakdown gang. In addition, 
four other men are in hospital as a result of 
serious injuries received in this crash. 

The first crash eccurred shortly after four 
o'clock in the afternoon. As F. Clark, driv- 
ing his O.M., was coming round the bend at 
Ballystockart his car skidded and crashed 
into the hedge. He was badly injured about 
the head, and died from his injuries in the 
toyal Victoria Hospital. His mechanic, 
named Kite, escaped with slight injuries. As 
the break-down gang was assisting the in- 
jured men off the road for medical attention 
and removing the car from off the course, R. 
W. G. Grmdiay’s Triumph, exactly six 
minutes after Clark’s accident, went into a 
skid coming around the bend, spun across 
the road in precisely the same manner as 
Clark had done, and crashed at the very 
point. 


CHAOS. 
At that point, however, the breakdown 
gang was at work on the O.M., with the 
result that the scene was turned into a 
shambles. The Triumph struck several men 
and jammed two others between it and the 
O.M. For a minute chaos reigned supreme. 
Injured men Jay all round the two cars 07 
the side of the road. People rushed te their 
assistance in imminent danger from «ther of 
the racing cars, for just at that particular 
time the race was at its: height. Drivers 
were striving all out for honours, daring a 
little at times. Fortunately, nothing further 
happened, and all the injured men were re- 
moved to thé Royal Victoria Hospital as ex- 
peditiously as possible. 

MECHANIC’S DEATH. 

John Kelly (17), of 19 Distillery street, Bel- 
fast, a mechanic and member of the break- 
down gang, died from head «injuries shortly 
_after admission. He also had two broken 
legs.

Not since the days when the jaunty 
bombshells of “old Pam’’ used to throw 
the Chancelleries of Europe into unex- 
pected flutters has an international con- 
ference received so rude a shock’ as that 
administered by Mr, Sriowden’s “No.” A 
British non possumus, succinctly stated, 
has all the improbability, and consequent 
emphasis, that ever attaches to the un- 
expected. In view of the universal support 
that Mk, Snowden deservedly has received 
from his countrymen, and of the acclama- 
tions that less deservedly hailed Lord 
Palmerston’s often egregious actions, it is 
remarkable that British Ministers in the 
past have been so ready to sacrifice the 
nation’s future weal for a beau geste.

Great Britain would be £20,000,000. If 
this difference of £2,500,000 were the only 
point in dispute there might be some 
reason in the French claim that Mr. 
Snowden is endangering the conference 
for an inadequate Two other 
factors, however, strengthen what in itself 
would be a sufficient justification “for the 
determined line that the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer has adopted. Not only does 
the Young plan propose that the bulk of

Jaspar, the Belgian Prime Minister, wh> 
acted as spokesman for the four Powers, 
again has approached Mr. Snowden to 
enquire if he would be prepared to accept 
the suggestion that a committee of experts 
should be appointed to estimate the value 
of the various allocations made in favour 
of Great Britain by the four Powers. To 
this proposal Mr. Snowden has assentod, 
and a committee of Treasury experts from 
Great Britain, France, Italy; Belgium and 
Japan accordingly will be set up without 
delay. Its terms of reference are to con- 
sider “what sums Great Britain is to 
expect from the allocations proposed by 
the four Powers.’’ At least, this com- 
mittee, if it can agree at all, ought to 
be able to decide whether the British 
estimate of 20 per cent. or the four 
Powers’ valuation of 80 per cent. more 
nearly represents the concession to Mr. 
Snowden’s demands made by the recent 
offer, It must be remembered, however, 
that, whatever the outcome of the com- 
mittee’s sessions may be, a long road 
remains to be travelled. The conference is 
likely to last at least another week, and 
the leaders of the various delegations 
have accepted Queen Wilhelmina’s invita- 
tion to a complimentary banquet on 
Friday. Everybody, however, is anxious 
to get home, and the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer alréady has expressed himseli 
forcibly to this end. It is important that 
we shall not magnify the consequences of 
a possible breakdown. Mr. Snowden has 
the support of the nation behind him, and 
Europe cannot ignore Great Britain in her 
just demands. 


The Mector Race. | 


After a magnificent struggle that lasted 
nearly six hours, Herr Rudolf Carraciola, 
driving -a Mercédés car, won the Royal 
Automobile Club’s Tourist Trophy, over 
the Ards circuit, on Saturday. Second 
place was gained by the Italian, Signor 
Campari, who drove an Alfa Romeo, and 
two British cars, both “ Baby” Austins, 
were third. and fourth. No fewer than 
sixty-five motor cars took part in the race, 
which has been declared by the experts to 
have been the greatest event of its kind 
in the history of motoring. The victory of 
the Mereédeés recalls the fact that twenty- 
six years ago a car of the same make— 
sed quantum mutatus cb illo!—won the 
Gordon-Bennett Race in Ireland at a time 
when the motor industry was in its 
infancy. Then the average speed of the 
winning car was 57 miles per hour over a 
course of 370 miles. On Saturday Herr 
Carraciola achieved an averags speed of 
over 72 miles per hour over a course of 
approximately 410 miles. Of course, the 
comparison is unfair, because the Gordon- 
Bennett Race was contested by special 
racing cars, while the Royal Automobile 
Club’s race was confined to touring cars of 
ordinary make. The progress that has 
been made during those twenty-six years 
has been remarkable. In his big 
Mercédés, on Saturday, Herr Carraciola 
at times reached more than 120 miles per 
hour, and even the “ Baby” Austins 
“lapped’’ at over a mile per minute. 
While victory went to a foreign car, with 
another “‘invader’’ in the second place, 
the unexpected performance of the tiny 
Austins constitutes a triumph for British 
engineering. ‘‘ Baby”’ cars have achieved 
much popularity in these islands. No 
other nation has been able to copy them 
with success, and for the ever increasing 
army of women motorists they are almost 
ideal vehicles. Continental nations 
specialise in highiy-powered engines, 
whereas the Britislt industry has made a 
world-wide reputation for the light car, 
and has no rival in this field. Un- 
happily, the success of-Saturday’s race 
was marred by a fata) accident which 
cost three lives, including that of the 
driver of one of the competing cars; but 
the element “of grave danger never js 
absent from races of this kind, and the 
young men who contest them throw their 
lives on the hazard without a thought. 
The inexorable demands of “' progress ”’ 
must be satisfied. Man has set out to 
achieve higher and ever higher speeds. 
In a few weeks a band of gallant young 
British airmen will compete in the race 
for the Schneider Trophy, and hope to 
fly at a speed of more than five miles per 
minute. Such speed staggers the imagina- 
tion and causes one to wonder if the 
game is worth the candle. While the 
human race survives, however, men will 
be found to give their lives in the service 
of a machine. We may deprecate the 
sacrifice, but wo must marvel at the spirit 
that makes it possible.

The Potato Crop. 


Before “long, according to # con- 
tributor to The Observer, a demand 
may be made for the enforcement in 
England of a compulsory “national 
mark” as applied to potatoes. Many 
growers desire it, and there have 
been conferences between the National 
Farmers’ Union, the wholesale merchants 
and the Ministry of Agriculture. Grades 
have been defined as to size and freedom 
from blemish and dirt; quality also may 
be made a factor. This year has seen 
prodigious fluctuations in the supply, 
demand and price of potatoes. During 
the severe weather of the early months it 


arise in France, and some stocks were held 
back. The demand never became 
manifest. It was expected, furthermore, 
that the English spring would be late; 
but, although spring was late, the balance 
was corrected by the unexpected arrival 
of big supplies from Spain, the Channel 
Islands, and elsewhere. A large part of 
last year’s English crop thus was left 


Last mid-summer good English potatoes 
were selling at £9 a ton; at mid-summer 
this year they were bringing only 23 a 
ton, and in some districts as little as £1. 
It ig interesting to learn that the Medical 
Research Council has laid it down that old 
potatoes stand higher in food value than 
new, as being richer in carbohydrates. 
The Council affirms also that home-grown 
potatoes are superior to the imported 
tuber in this respect. Very good results 
are expected from this year’s crop. The 
prospects in regarj to quantity and to 
immunity from disease are said to be 
highly satisfactory.

\s ‘‘Scrutator ” has done, is absurd.’’ 


MR. SEAMUS MURPHY, CHIEF 
CITY COMMISSIONER. 

Mr. Seamus Murphy, Chairman of the 
Dablin City Commissioners, declined to 
make any comment on the proposal of 
‘“Scrutator.”” The Commissioners, he 
aided, were working in the interests of 
the citizens, and would continue to do go. 


KINGSTOWN GOUNCIL CHAIRMAN'’'S 
OPINION. 

Dr. P. Merrin, P.C., Chairman of tie 
Kingstown Urban Council, said that be 
was decidedly opposed to any suggestion 
that the Tramways Company should get 
off paying their way-leaves. “ The dispute 
should be settled between the company 
and their men.

A REASONABLE SUGGESTION. 

Mr. James Hoctor, managin director 
of Messrs. McBirney and Co., said that 
he understood: the way-leaves cost the 
Tramways Company about £35,000 a ye&r, 
and 73 per cent. of that amount would be 
a big addition to the rates of the city. 

“Of course,” said Mr. Hoctor to an 
Irish Times representative, “ the Tramways 
Company had things all to themselves 
until the ‘buses crept in, and, now that 
the buses have come in, I think it unfair 
to the Tramways Company to ask them 
to pay so much for way-leaves, because 
they are also compelled to keep the road- 
way in order.

I think that what the Tramways 
Company are paying at present is extreme, 
and I consider that the suggestion con- 
tained in the letter in today’s Irish Times 
is a reasonable one.” 


‘A TALL ORDER.” 

Mr. Patrick Leonard, T.D., when asked 
for his views on the matter, said that he 
did not think the Corporation would like 
to sacrifice the amount of wayleaves. Not 
only did the Corporation get the wayleaves, 
but they got a tes portion of the street 
kept in order for them by the Tramway 
Company. 

The difficulty of this strike,” said Mr. 
Leonard, ‘is that the pre-war rate of wages 
were very much less than the present rates, 
even allowing for the increased cost of liv- 
ing, and it is very hard to justify the men 
insisting on getting them, especially when 
there were hundreds of men willing to take 
their jobs. It is quite evident that tho

“ NOT PRACTICABLE.” 

The manager of one of the largest business 
establishments on the North side of the city 
stated that the suggestion made in Saturday's 
Trish Times was a very good one in theory 
but he doubted if it was practicable. He did 
not think that the ratepayers would be will. 
ing to shoulder the burdens of the Tramways 
Company by foregoing the wayleaves to the 
extent of 75 per cent, of the proposed cut in 
the tramwaymen’s wages. | 

He did not think that the men could bear 
a much further reduction in their wages, and 
he sympathised with them. He also realised 
the difficulties of the company, and believed 
that something should be dein to enable them 
to face competition. 

Mr. J. A. Burns, Kinvara, Orwell Fark, 
manager of the Shell-Mex Company in Ireland, 
told our fepresentative that in his opinion the 
only solution of the problem was that there 
should be a substantial reduction in the 
charges for wayleaves. Such a reduction 
would not impose a very great hardship on 
the ratepayers. It was, he thought, reason- 
able, inasmuch as the Tramways Company are 
now saddled with the upkeep of many miles 
of roadway which are used by other vehicles.

A lull in the drama of The Hague Con- | 


ference is now likely until Tuesday or 
Wednesday, when the experts of Great 
Britain and the four creditor Powers will 
have finished their deliberations and 
calculations as to what the proposals of 
France, Belgium, Italy and Japan 
actually mean, when translated into terms 
of hard fact. 

In view of the fact that the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer has described the pro- 
posals of the four Powers as entirely 
inadequate and as failing to satisfy more 
than twenty per cent. of British claims, 
some surprise has been expressed at the 
Chancellor’s agreeing to the formation of 
a committee of experts whose labours -he 
might feel sure can scarcely result in their 
unanimously finding that Great Britain 
will get enough of the allocations sug- 
gested in the proposals of the four Powers 
to enable him to say that British claims 
have been adequately met, the Chancellor, 
it is understood, feels assured that the 
experts will find that the yield from the 
proposed allocations will be very much 
smaller than the four Powers believed, 
and that consequently they will then know 
how much more money has to be found to 
satisfy Great Britain’s just demands.

The memorandum which M. Jaspar 
handed to Mr. Snowden’ yesterday, on 
behalf of the four creditor Powers, begins 
by saying that the experts’ plan is a com- 
promise which must be treated as a 
whole, and to reopen it would cause very 
serious difficulties and have extremely 
grave consequences. 

Tt declares that Great Britain’ receives 
advantages. which compensated her for the 
fact that during the first thirty-seven 
years she receives, on an average, nearly. 
45 million marks less than under exist- 
ing agreements. During 1920-1930 Great 
Britain receives, over and above the 
annuities under the Young plan, a sum 
of about 100 million marks, to complete 
the amount required to cover her debt 
payments for that year. On a 6) per cent. 
table this is calculated to be seven 
million marks for thirty-seven years. 

The Allied memorandum goes on to say 
that in view of these advantages 
the British Government is not justi- 
fied. in claiming’ further - advan- 
tages. The other creditor Powers 
cannot agree to a modification of 
the distribution of German annuities, 
but they are willing to offer certain .con- 
cessions to the British Empire on ques- 
tions left unsettled by the experts’ plan. 
They are ready to allow to Great Britain 
a very large share of the surplus which 
wil be available, after German payments 
from April to August, 1929, made to the 
creditor Governments—including cover 
for war.debts during -the .year—have 
been met. They are also ready to con- 
sider allocation to Great Britain of a 
larger part of unconditional annuities 
which will remain for distribution, repre- 
senting the equivalent of 58 millions of 
marks during the thirty-seven years. 

The memorandum also states that 
arrangements could be made as regards 
deliveries in kind. It specifies certain 
advantages to Great Britain in connection 
with the Reparations Recovery Act, and 
says that .certain restrictions and 
guarantees might be imposed as regards 
deliveries in kind. Also certain States 
which import reparations of coal are 
ready to’ meet the wishes of Great Britain 
on several of the points mentioned by

MARKING TIME AT 
THE HAGUE. 


NO NEED TO ANTICIPATE 
A DEADLOCK. 


The Times to-day, in a. leading article on 
‘Marking Time at The Hague,”’ says—The 
‘plain fact which the Wonference has so far

| Great Britain her ‘equitable ‘rights, some real 


concessions will“ have to be made by the 
Powers which stand to gain from the di:minu- 
tion of the British share in the allotment of 
the annuities recommended in the Experts’ 
report, The direct loss to Great Britain under 
the modification of the Spa percentages en- 
tailed by the Young Plan jis estimated by 
the British delegates at dn annual 
average of some 48,000,000 gold marks 
(£2,400,000}, of which nearly 37,000,000 gold 
marks am awarded to Italy, Unless, there- 
fore, the Italian Government is ready to 
agree to some reduction of its claims under 
the proposed scheme, it is difficult to see 
how the British demands can be met 
The reluctance which the Italian delegates 
have shown hitherto’ to relinquish any of 
their gains under the experts’ plan is, per- 
haps, natural enough in the circumstances. 
The contention that Italy was allotted a 
comparatively small share of German repara- 
tions in consideration for her claims on 
the reparation payments due under the 
Treaties. of Peace. from Austria-Hungary 
and Bulgaria, which have proved worthless, 
is perfectly true as far as it goes. But 
when examined in the light of the Anrglo- 
Jtalian debt settlement, it constitutes no 
equitable claim to any portion of the British 
share. Under the funding agreement 
negotiated by Mr. Churchill, Italy was 
accorded very favourable terms precisely on 
these grounds. Her debt ‘was reduced from 
a nominal total of £611,000,000 to a sum re- 
presenting a present value of only £78,000,000, 
a virtual remission of over 80 per cent. In 
his speech at the signing of the agreement 
in January, 1926, Mr. Churchill stated that, 
in addition to the question of capacity to pay, 
the Government had expressly taken into 
account the fact that Italy has only a com- 
paratively small share in German reparations. 
In view of the unexampled liberality of this 
settlement, which was so much criticised in 
this country at the time, and of the close 
convection maintained under the Young Plan 
between war debt payments and reparation 
receipts, the insistence by Jtaly on an 
increased share of the German annuities at 
the expense of Great Britain .seems, to say 
the least of it, somewhat difficult to justify. 
‘The unyielding attitude hitherto displayed 
by the Italian delegation on this point is, 
for the moment, perhaps, the most serious 
obstacle in the way of a speedy settlement. 
There seems every reason to believe that, uf 
the Italians were ready to make their con- 
tribution to thé common cause, both the 
French and the Belgians would be ready to 
make concessions which would enable the 
four creditor Powers to meet the substance 
of the British requirements under this head. 
Meanwhile, though the situation is ad- 
mittedly difficult, there is no need to antici- 
pate auything in the nature of a deadlock. 
In response to the British refusal to accept 
their proposals, the four creditor Powers have 
made it sufficiently plain that they have not 
yet spoken their last word. | 


HAGUE CONFERENCE.

The Royal Automobile Club’s Tourist 
Trophy Race, which was contested 
over the Ards Circuit, near Belfast, 
last Saturday, was won by Rudolf 
Carraciola, the young German 
s star ” driver, on a Mercédés-Benz, 
after a great performance. 

The Italian champion, Signor Campari, 
was second on an Alfa Romeo; third 
amd fourth places were secured for 
Britain by A. Frazer Nash and S. V. 
Holbrook, driving “ Baby ” Austins, 

Campari completely overshadowed his 
team mate, Boris Ivanovsky, the hero 
of the Dublin race. 

The winner’s average speed was over 72 
miles per hour, and the total length 
of the course was 410 miles.

YOUNG RHIEINELANDER, Rudolf

way. It was a really astonishing pei 
formance ; and there was not a trace of a 
fluke about it. From the very beginning 
those two little cars, driven by Messrs. 
Holbrook and Frazer Nash respectively, 
behaved in such a way that one knew that 
they were going to be there or there- 
abouts at the finish; and their averac 
speed. of almost sixty miles per hour—on 
one of the most searching courses in thie 
woerld—must be reckoned among the most 
remarkable achievements of the internal! 
combustion engine. 


GRAND NATIONAL—ON FOOT. 


It was a wonderful race, among the 
most eventiul features of which, from the 
spectator’s point of view—or, at any rate, 
from mine—was the’ journéy to and 
trom the grand stand, situated some 
three miles away from the tramway 
terminus at Dundonald. To begin with, 
the course Was closed bef re the mail 
train from Dublin arrived in Belfast. 
That meant, as I was soon to discover. 
that a considerable part of the journey 
had to be made on foot, over 
that resembled, in distance and difficulty, 
the Grand National course at Aintree. A 
taxi-driyer, anticipating the 
performances of Carraciola—pronounced, 
by the way, Carr-a-chee-ola, not Carr-a- 
keo-ola—deposited me in a rather shaken 
condition in the middle of the DBallv- 
macarret district, informing me bland!y 
that he could take me no farther. This 
meant the boarding of an already over- 
laden tramcar, which again decanted me 
somewhere in the neighbourhood of 
Stormont Castle, leaving me thence to 
find my way to the grand stand as best I 
could. 

It was a pretty dreadful trip. The 
route lay across the Krock Golf Links, 
and thereafter, for some two or three 
miles—it seeined like six—across 
country. We pushed our way through 
thicket hedges, over barbed wire fences, 
across streams, ditches, marshes and 
walls, without, apparently, making any 
impression on the distance that separated 
us from our goal. Half Beliast seemed to 
be on the same errand, and we must have 
presented a curious sight as we trudged 
along, without the least idea of 
whereabouts:or our course, following the 
blind instinct of the mob, and chovsing 
the line of least resistance we 
negotiated the many, and formidable, 
obstacles that blocked our path. 


IN A MORASS. 


It took me more than an hour and a 
half to get from Dundonald to the grand 
stand. From time to time I would ask a 
lriendly policeman how far it was, and 
the answer invariably was the same 
“About another mile—if you ever 
there.” ‘This was not very comforting. 
and I thought that I should have to 
abandon my pilgrimage when, having 
negotiated a particularly fearsome fence 
of-barbed wire, I found myself in a field 
of standing corn. However, Herr 
Carraciola would put it, Not kennt kein 
Gebot, and we pushed along, keeping to 
the edge of the corn field, only ‘to finish 
up in a morass, which meant the destruc- 
tion of three perfectly good pairs oi 
trousers and the total loss of a pair of 
lady’s silk stockings. One of my com- 
panions was a member of the Welsh In- 
ternational Rugby team, and his agility 
saved his nether garments; but the reat 
of us, including a lady, being 
sprightly, sank, good and proper, 
our calves. 


THEY WERE OFF. 
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However, even the worst journey ends 
Somewhere, and after an that 
Íraved our tempers considerably, we 
arrived to find that the race had started, 
and that the big Mereédés was well on 
its way to victory. It was an amazing 
race. Mest of our old friends from the 
Phenix Park were there—“ Tim ” Birkin. 
Glen Kidston and Harcourt Wood in 
their great Bentleys, Ramponi and 
Ivanovsky in their Alfas, Fraser Nash 
and Holbrook in their preposterous 
“ Babies '—as we thought then—Kaye 
Don, last year’s victor, in the Lea-Francis. 
and Thistlethwayte, debonnair as ever. 
at the wheel of the familiar “ Merc.’’ 

They came round only once in every 
eleven or twelve minutes: so at first the 
race had not the tense. interest of. that 
magnificent tussle in the Park.

Mercédts, the Bentleys, and the. great 
Ameri@tn Stutz in the van, with the 
Alfas, the Alvises, the Rileys, the 
ttis, and even the Fords in close 
pursuit The two little Austins, numbers 
1 and 2. set themselves a hot pace, and 
to everybody's astonishment, they kept it 
up. Time and again they treabed t, 
now with Fraser Nash, now with Holbrook 
in the lead, breaking their own records 
¥ith almost monotonous regularity. At 
first their appearance raised a laugh ; but 
soon if changed to a cheer, as it was 
realised that these gallant little fellows 
were putting up the race of their lives— 
and of most other people 's lives as well. 
THINNING 0UT. 

Soon the huge field began to thin out. 
Kaye Don was an early casualty. Engine 
trouble put him out of the running after 
a couple of Japs. Then Rubin turned 
turtle in his Bentley, followed not long 
afterwards by Glen Kidston, who crathe 
on Bradshaw's Brae at about ninety miles 
an hour, without injury either to himself 
or to his mechanic. Nearly every lap 
brought a retirement, and before the race 
was half over it was clear that al] the 
British “hopes” were out of it Only 
Birkin remained a serious val to 
the big Germans—Birkin, and those 
enfants terribles with their five laps’ 


start. 

A “ RECORD ” LAP. 

Of the four Mercédés, Carraciola sii 
showed that he was out on his own, 
heard that the arrangement made by the 
team manager wes that Carracioja was 
to drive like fury in the hope of breaking 
the hearts of the Bentley drivers before 
“cracking ’’ himself, while Merz was to 
go steadily until his principal competitors 
were out of it, and then proceed to win 
the race. The plan worked in its main 
object. Carraciola certainly set a terrific 
yace, his second lap of over 77 miles per 
wee broke the “record ' for the course 
but, although his mad — play 
havoc with many of the bigger cars, 
Carraciola himself refused to ‘crack, 
and, instead of Merz, he proved to be the 
ultimate winner. 

y enough, Ivanovsky, tlie hero of 
the lin races, never was in the picture. 
He was overshadowed completely by his team 
mate, Campari, who. drove magnificently 
throughout to finish a good secénd to the 
Mercedes. Until Glen Kidston crashed, he 
was going great guns, and, if he had sur- 
vived, he probably would have been contest- 
testing the finish; but I do not believe that 
anybody on Saturday could have beaten 
Gerraciole. He drove like a man inspired. 
I watched him at two corners, and the way 
in which he negotiated them was a revela- 
tion. Never once did he skid, although for 
a considerable period of the race it was rain- 
ing heavily, and the surface, although it had 
been treated with admirable care by the 
authorities, must have been very treacherous. 
Some slithered and slid; some turned com- 
pletely round; some missed their corners 
altogether and had to stop their cars; 
but Carraciola never faltered. His giant car 
was swung round as nonchalantly as if he 
were coming round the corner of Grafton 
street on a busy day. 

LIVELY “ BABES."’ 

After about three hours the tail had begun 
io straggle. By means of an admirable 
broadcaster—I believe that it was operated 
by Mr. Richard Henderson, the well-known 
yachtsman, who has an excellent voice—we 
jearnt that one competitor had tried con- 
clusions with the Town Hall at Newtown- 
ards; another had just failed to enter & 
public-house—whereat there was Joud laugh- 
ter—and a third had gone into the ditch near 
Bradshaw's Brae. Then it became apparent 
that the prize would be won either ns 
Carraciola or Campari, both of whom had 
gained enormously on their handicaps, always 
assuming that either of them would be able 
to catch up on the Baby Austins, who were 
still going strong at their steady 59 of 60 
miles per hour. 

Carraciola, doing 125 on the straight, and 
Campari, doing very litile less, and both 
cornering with complete recklessness,- al- 
though with consummate skill, set out to 
catch those ‘‘Babies,’’ and they did it. 
Then with a magnificent spurt, just in front 
of the stand (these drivers are not without a 
sense of the dramatic), Carraciola passed 
Camari, end the race was over. 

DEUTSCHLAND UEBER ALLES. 

A gallant German had won; an equally 
gallant Italian was second; but what shall be 
said of those two incredible Englishmen whose 
tiny craft held their own with the best of 
them? As the two “ Babies” finished third 
and fourth, respectively, the huge crowd went 
wild with enthusiasm. The German and the 
Italian were given great receptions; but who 
would blamé us for cheering the Babies to 
the echo after their epic fight? It wug a 
glorious victory for the Mercedes (the big 
German manager of the pits did not know 
whether to kiss Carraciola before or after 
offering him the inevitable glass of beer). It 
was a great day for the Alfa-Romeos. But 
there is no doubt that the Baby Austins, in 
their splendid defeat, carried off the palm. 

REK BACK IN THE RAIN. 

Altogether, it was a notable day. It is 
true that most of us had to tramp back to 
Belfast in a downpour—it took me two hours 
to get from the Strand to the Northern 
Station; but there were compensations which 
made one ignore the steady trickle of tain 
down the back of one’s neck, and the sicker. 
ing squdge of shoes that were “ letting in.” 

One compensation was the memory of 
perhaps, the test motor race that ever 
has been run: another was the thought that 
events of this kind are putting Ireland 
definitely on the map of Europe—Belifast on 
Saturday had visitors from all over the 
Continent—gnd a third, curiously enough, was 
the fact that I had seen a Free State tricolonr 
flying bravely among the flacs that waved 
above. the Royal Automobile Club's en- 

ra, 

This last was a small thing. no doubt; but 
it showed that we are coming on in this 
wayward little Jand of ours. 


KAYE DON’S RETIREMENT. 


Kaye Don’s surprise retirement in the fifth 
lap of the race for the Track Tourist Trophy 
was (says the Special Correspondent of the 
Sundey Lzpress) followed by the sensational 
announcemeut that he was dismantling his 
engine in order to discover whether it had 
been interfered with by the mysterious ind:- 
vidual who had maliciously slashed his tyres 
on the eve of the race. At midnight last 
Saturday night Mr. Kaye Don and his 
mechanics were still examining the engine. 

'AI would not like to make any statement 
ot présent,”” Mr. Don said, when questioned, 
“Jt is a long job. Ht will take us hours. 
All I know is that the cav just broke down 
when I was leading all the competitors ex- 
cept the Mercedes. It was ¢xtraordinarily 
bad luck, but it would be a terrible thing to 
say that anybody had tampered with the 
eugine.

Last year, he continued, the company 
put their case for a reduction .in wages so 
well that the men yielded to the “ cut,” 
but the company’s balance sheet, which 
was published two months’ afterwards, 
showed that they had money, and were 
able to declare a decent dividend on 
behalf. of the stockhélders. Again the 
company looked for a reduction in wages. 
it was only fair to say that the directors 
had intimated to the men that they would 
agree to a reduction of their allowances of 
15 per cent., but the men could not afford 
to lose 10 per cent. or even one penny of 
their wages. 

On behalf of the Trades Council Mr. 
Daly assured the tramweymen of un- 
stinted support. 


CONFIDENT OF THE ISSUE. 

Mr. John Dempsey, Chairman of the 
Dublin branch of the union, who pre- 
sided, said that the demonstration which 
they had seen that day was a sufficient 
answer to the Dublin United Tramways 
Company. It Uas obvious that both 
organised and unorganised labour was 
behind the tramwaymen in their dispute. 
The travelling public also was in sym- 
pathy with the men, and he was confident 
that victory would be. theirs, 

Mr. Dempsey went on to allege that the 
Trainways Company had made an attempt 
te split the ranks of the workers in its 
service. Originally it was understood 
that all operatives, tramwaymen and 
‘busmen alike, were involved in the pro- 
og ten per cent. reduction in wages, 
ut a day or two before the strike the 
coinpany made it clear that the *busmen 
were not affected. The ‘busmen then 
were informed by the union that one side 
was being pitted against the other to beat 
the tramwaymen, and the *busmen’s reply 
was; “ We are with you in this fight.” 
(Applause. ) 

“ We did the only thing tha‘ was left 
open to us, and we have no apology to 
offer,’ declared Mr. Dempsey, to the 
accompaniment of an outburst of cheer: 
ing. “There is evidence that this strike 
is going to do a great thing. It is going 
to organise all workers of the city, and, 
when the strike is over—and, please God, 
it will be over s0on—we shall be able to 
guy we were united throughout.” 

Mr. J. McCabe, a member of the Trades 
Council, declared that if the tramway men 
gave way now, in two or three months 
there would be a géneral attack on wages 
in Dublin. 

After fuither addresses by Mr. G. P. 
Hart. National Organiser of the Amalga- 
mated Transport and General Workers’ 
Union in Ireland, and Mr. Peter Verdon. 
Secrétary of the Amalgamated Engineer- 
ing Union, the following resolution was 
put to the meeting and carried with 
acclamation :— 

“ Phat this meeting of Dublin citizens 
pledges itself to solidly support the tram 
way and ‘bus workers in their fight to 
resist the demands of the employing 
classes.’’ 


TWO PROCESSIONS. 


The tramway men’s demonstration took 
place while the commemoration ceremony 
ut the Cenotaph in Leinster Lawn was in 

rogress, and scarcely had the tail-end of 
he military patade passed through- Sack- 
ville street after the ceremony when the 
Labour procession approached, bearing 
banners which drew attention to the dis- 

ute with the Tramway Company, and 
isplayed in bold letters the words: '' No 
Surrender.’’ 

"Bus men, as well as tramway workers, 
took part in the demonstration. The men 
formed up in Marlborough street, and, 
marching along the quays, proceeded to 
Gloucester street via Pearse street, West- 
land row, Nassau street, College Green 
and Sackville street. Perhaps, two 
thousand men walked in the procession. 

At the meeting which followed it was 
announced that Mr. T. J. O'Connell, 
Labour leader in the Dail, had sent a 
message regretting his inability to attend.

AN OFFICIAL VIEW.

AN EFFIOIENT SERVICE. 

What the public needs and must be pre- 
pared to pay for is an efficient transport 
service — safe, comfortable, convenient, 
rapid and -“egular. Up to the present 
n has been eupplying that need. If 
the tramway men went back work to- 
morrow the public need would still not be 
supplied. © ofe now pretends that 
trams alone can. give an adéquate service. 
Some may claim that "buses alone Could 
give an adequate service and that the 
scrapping of the trams is inevitable. But 
no one really knows what ought to be the 
respective shares of ‘buses and trams in 
supplying the required service, ‘because 
there has hever been a fair comparison of 


Í the two. And there never will be a fair 


comparison so long as the present com- 
petition between the twc continues. 
._. TRAM AND ’BUS. 

The trams have been paying tolerable 
wages, working their. staff reasonable 
bours, and giving a safe, fairly comfort- 
able, not very rapid, but quite regular, 
service on a limited number of routes. The 
‘buses. have been paying low wages, work- 
ing their staffs intolerably long hours, and 
givi an unsafe, barely comfortable, 
sometimes excessively rapid, but very 
irregular, service on a number of routes 
which can.be readily increased. The ‘bus 
companies may ruin the tramway com- 
pany and run the trams off the roads, and 
may then proceed to ruin one another, 
until the folly of competition becomes so 
obvious that it is superseded by a 
monopoly. But there is no means of deter- 
mining whether, or to what extent, buses 
ought as a matter of strict transport 
economics to supersede the trams, and 
there is no means of effecting the transi- 
tion smoothly, and without unnecessary 
inconvenience and hardship, to proprietors, 
stafis or public. And there is no guarantee 
that the public will get the really efficient 
service it needs—though it will have to 
pay for whatever service it gets. 

THE SOLUTION OF THE PROBLEM. 

The solution of the problem will be 
found only in a system of organisation 
which handles: urban transport as a 
whole, which can adjust the respective 
spheres of ‘bus and tram strictly in 
accordance with their economic efficiency, 
and which can ensure a due regard for 
the public interest. In the light of ex- 
perience already acquired at home and 
abroad, it Is not difficult. to suggest. how 
such a system could be established. The 
following sketch will illustrate the idea 
without defining the details. 

A new company—say, Dublia Passenger 
Services, Limited—will be formed as a 
limited liability company. Into this 
company will be merged the existing tram- 
way and ‘hus companies, the shares of the 
existing companies being exchanged at a 
fair valuation for shares in the new com- 
pany. The local authorities in the 
Dublin urban transport. area—a segment 
of a circle running from Bray round by 
Lucan or Leixlip to Malahide or Bal- 
briggan—will also take shares in the new 
company, part at least of their shares 
representing the equivalent of the way- 
leaves which they at present charge to 
the tramway company, but would not be 
charged to the new company. 

ON BUSINESS LINES. 

The directors of the company would 
represent the shareholders, and would, 
therefore, include representatives of the 
local authorities; but, if necessary, some 
provision could be made for special repre- 
sentation of the public interest. The 
company would have the usual powers for 
raising additional capital, if required. 
The working of the company would be on 
ordinary business lines. It would provide 
transport services where they were re- 
quired, supplying either ’buses or trams 
as it found one or the other. more efficient 
and economical. It might run ‘buses to 
supplement its tram services, but, as a 
matter of ordinary common sense, would 
not run its ‘buses merely to compete with 
its. trams. 

It would establish decent wage 
and working conditions for all its 
employés, both "bus and tram, and main- 
tain the inspection, repair and control 
system necessary to ensure the safety of 
its passenyers. !t would fix fares at a 
level sufficient to meet its reasonable re- 
quirements in respect of capital, main- 
tenance and renewals, extensions, decent 
wages and so on; the public cannot expect 
to avoid paying for these, and the repre- 
sentatives of the public on the directorate 
could be trusted to ensure that the fares 
would not be fixed at an unduly high 
level. The company ought to be given a 
monopoly of local road passenger services 
in its area, though probably it could, when 
once established, defy any attempt at com- 
petition ; at any rate, no compeving service 
should be allowed to commence without a 
special licence from a higher authority. 
It might also be desirable to empower the 
new company to run taxis, so that the 
public might at last have decent taxis. 

A FEASIBLE PLAN. 

With the local transport services in the 
hands of such a company, the public could 
get efficient transport with a decently paid 
staff at reasonable rates. In what other 
way can the public’s requirements be met ? 

The scheme calls for no additional 
sacrifice by transport workers and for no 
confiscation or ruination of the property 
of the shareholders im transport under- 
takings. It is not open to the usual out- 
cry against Socialism or municipal 
trading ; for it provides for the investment 
of private capital and for the running of 
the undertaking on commercial lines with- 
out rigid restrictions and bureaucratic 
methods. The legislation required to bring 
it into being would be simple and, so far 
as can be hann, non-contentious in 
principle. e scheme has many pre- 
cedents. Hamburg has a tram, 'bus and 
local railway service run by a company in 
which the City Council is shareholder. 

Belgium has long had its ‘‘ Chemin de 
fer vicinaur,’* in which the shares are 
held by local authorities and private 
persons, and now has its Nationa) Rail- 
way Company, in which the preference 
shares are held. privately and the ordinary 
shares are held by the State. The com- 
bination of commercial enterprise and 
public control is rapidly becoming the 
standard method of organising public 
utility servi on the Continent. A 
similar combittation was on the point of 
being effected recently in London. 

There is nothing chimerical about the 
idea. Is there any alternative proposal 
which will fulfil the double purpose of 
opening & way out of the present dispute 
and preventing the development cf another 
transport crisis in the near future?

GENERAL COUNCIL MEETING. 

The sixty-first Annual gur éan of Trades 
Unions delegates (British) will oper. in Gros 
venor Hall, Glengali street, Belfast, on Mon- 
day, September 2nd, and will be continued 


‘during the five following days. 


The agenda to be dealt with is a substan- 
tial one. Amongst the notices of motion is 
one calling upou the Government to extend 
the right of unemployment benefit to out- 
workers and home-workers, provided that 
appheants for the same are in the employ of 
one firm only (Amalgamated Society of 
Tailors and Tailoresses), 

Attention will be called by the Miners’ 
Federation of Great Britain to the num ber of 
men who are permanently unemployed, and to 
whom no assistance ig at present being ren- 
dered under the Unemployment Insurance 
Acts. <A resolution will be proposed, asking 
for an amendment of the existing law that 
will guarantee maintenance where work can- 
not be obtained. 

Resolutions will be moved dealing with the 
question of workers’ compensation, safety 
and welfare, the prevention of tuberculosis, 
anthrax, etc.; and the growing power of the 
great insurance corporations over National 
Health insurance. The Scottish Colliery 
Engine and Boiler Men's Association will ask 
for a scheme which will provide pensions for 
aged or infirm miners, the cost of which is to 
be met by an increase in the levies paid ky 
coal-mine owners and royalty owners to the 
Mining Industry Welfare Fund. 

A resolution from the National Union of 
General and Municipal Workers \.ill ask for 
a normal working week of forty l.ours in the 
case of day workers, and in the case of pro- 
cess and shift-workers to a working week of 
five shifts of eight hours, without any reduc- 
tion in the wakis wage. It will be further 
proposed that in the national interest working 
hours in industry should be materially cur- 
tailed, with the object: of providing greater 
opportunities for recreation for the workers, 
and as 4 means of absorbing the unemployed. 

A demand will be made for payment for 
holidays for all workers. 

The Congress will be asked by the Amal- 
gamated Union of Building Trade Workers 
to condemn the policy of reconditioning slum 
dwellings, and to hold that the only way to 
deal with the slums is to provide alternative 
accommodation by building new , and 
to establish transport facilities .so as to 
enable the workers to travel to and trm 
their employment. í 

The employment, of seamen, their accom- 
modation on vessels, and the prevention of 
overloading, will also come under considera: 


tion. 

When the Congress met in Belfast in 1895 
there were 380 delegates present, repre 
senting 226 affiliated societies, with an aggre- 
gate membership of 900,000.

Athough not unexpected, the loss ol over 
£1,000,000 gold to America last week was 
disquieting, particularly as for some time 
previously millions had been flowing out of 
the Bank, chiefly to France. The market for 
Gilt-edged stocks was scarcely affected by 
the movement, a circumstance undoubtedly 
due to the knowledge that the Bank rate 
will not be advanced unless the position gets 
very much worse he response of the New 
York exchange to the gold movement pro- 
vided a glimmer of hope that the rate might 
possibly remain above the gold export point. 
But it was soon extinguished when the rate 
came back to the previous level, thus opening 
up the prospects of further “shipments. It 
is rather remarkable that the exchanges o! 
the countries to which most of the gold 
has gone were so slow to respond to the ship- 
meuts of the metal. It was not until France 
had taken considerable amounts that any im- 
pression was made on the exchange, and the 
German exchange was just as sluggish. This 
factor seems to be operating now in regard 
to the sterling dollar rate. The French 
exchange is again giving cause for uneasiness, 
the weakness being pronounced towards the 
end of iast week owing apparently to develop- 
ments at The Hague. 


AMERICAN SPECULATION. 


The Federal Reserve authorities appear to 
be powerless to stop Stock Exchange specula- 
tion in Wall street. Speculators apparently 
have an enormous amount of credit upon 
which to draw, and for which they are willing 
to pay very high rates. Little consideration 
is given to the question of yieid—the stocks 
are bought irrespective of the price, with 
the result that values in many cases are at 
a level which discounts future prospects very 
considerably.

PROVISION PRICES STEADY. 


(From OUR ComMeRCIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 

The settlement of the cotton dispute is 
welcomed generally, but it is rather interest- 
ing to note that although this has lasted a 
little short of three weeks it does not appear 
to have had much effect on the provision 
trade. So far as the staple commodities are 
concerned, there appears to have been no 
dimiuution in the consumption of either 
butter or bacon, prices of which have showed 
little fluctuation, but with heavier supplies 
from Continental sources the position of the 
egg market can by no means be described as 
strong. For purposes of comparison it may 
be mentioned that the Danish official quota- 
tion for butter now stands at 286 kroner per 
100 kilos. although at the corresponding period 
of last year the figure was 319 kroner. The 
high prices ruling for Colonial butter, as 
compared with Scandinavian makes, have 
reduced demand considerably for the latter, 
but both Irish creameries and Swedish are 
excellent value at present prices. In bacon all 
cures move steadily into consumption, and 
prices are well maintained. Supplies of 
Danish continue short, and demand runs 
mainly on lean selections of this cure, as also 
Irish, the latter being now almost on a parity 
with Danish. Baltic cures have had a slow 
aud irregular sale, with prices declining, but 
Dutch No. 2's have been officially advanced 
as-, and No. ós 48. per cwt., this week-end, 
With the advent of colder weather the posi- 
tion of the bacon market in this country 
should be particularly strong, as reports from 
producing centres state that pigs suitable for 
this purpose In many parts of the country, to 
put it bluntly, are almost negligible.

ACCIDENT AT COMBER. 

It was just going on five o’clock, and the 
race was almost finished, when G. Hendy’s 
Lea Francis was involved in a nasty accident 
opposite the railway stand at Comber, Hendy 
had only come out of the main street of 
Comber and was accelerating around the bend 
on the road to Dundonald when his car went 
into a terrific skid. The direction of this 
skid was most unusual. The bend was a 
right-hand one, and instead of going to the 
left in the skid the car swung to the 
right. It mounted the footpath and hit the 
low grass hedge with such a tremendous im- 
petus that the car was flung up into the air in 
a double somersault to land on its back, spin 
around on the road and then hit the ditch 
—_ about fifteen yards further down the 
road. 


DRIVER'S ESCAPE. 

As the car was somersaulting in the air the 
driver and mechanic were thrown out on to 
the road. The mechanic, named Melhuish, 
hit the kerb and received serious internal 
injuries. It was just as well that the two 
were thrown out of their seats, for if they 
had been in them when the car came down on 
its back with its wheels spinning in the air, 
they would most certainly have been killed. 
Hendy, the driver, escaped with a slight cut 
on his right leg, and some scratches on his 
hands. They were both taken to hospital in 
the ambulance; but Hendy was discharged 
after treatment. The condition of Melhuish 
is stated to be critical. . 

The accident was witnesed by several 
thousands oí people in the railway stand, on 
the railway bank and lining the course at this 
particular point. Several men were actually 
standing behind the hedge when the car 
struck it and ploughed it up for about ten 
feet. They received a surprise and some 
earth, but that was all. 

ANILINE POISONING. 

Vernon Balls, the entrant and driver of 
Amilcar number 17 in the race, was taken to

aniline poisoning. It is stated that he had 
used analine in his radiator, and contracted 
the poisoning from the fumes from the 
radiator during the race.

HERO OF DUBLIN RACE. 


BORIS IVANOVSKY’S VIEWS. 


Interviewed after the race, Boris Ivanov- 
sky, the winner of the Dublin Grand Prix, 
who finished ninth on Saturday in his Alfa- 
Romeo car, declared that it had been a very 
ood race. 

“I hike the Ards Circuit,’’ he said, “ as it 
is a splendid test for the touring type of car, 
as distinct from purely racing cars. I think 
the performance of Carraciola was really 
x anion He drove perfectly, and was first 
class from start to finish. The Mercedes also 
did well, but I think the perfect driving of 
Carraciola was really responsible for his great 
victory. I was only sorry that the big 
Bentley car, driven by Jaeut.-Commander 
Kidston, had such bad luck as to crash at 
Bradshaw’s Brae, and so go out of the race. 
If it had remained in until the finish there 
would have been a very interesting tussle be- 
tween this big Bentley and the Mercedes. 
Both are six-cylinder cars. The Bentley has 
a cubic capacity of 6,597 cubic centimeters, 
compared with 7,100 c.c. of the Mercedes- 
Benz. Still, it would have been a very keen 
struggle, and a very interesting one. 

MESSAGE TO IRISH PEOPLE. 

“1 would like you,” he added, ‘‘ to convey 
to the Irish people my very high appreciation 
and thanks for the great kindness which they 
showed to me and the Alfa-Romeo team in 
Dublin. - The people, both in Dublin and 
Belfast, have been very good to us. 

With reference to his own performance in 
the race on Saturday, Ivanovsky declared that 
he had not been too well for a few days 
before the race, and was certainly not in as 
good form as he was in Dublin. This, he 
thought, was largely responsible for the Alfa- 
Romeos not taking a more prominent place 
in the final result. 

“I know my car was going well all 
through, but I was not in as good form as I 
was in the Dublin Grand Prix. 

THE DUBLIN RACE. 

“I think the Dublin race was much better 
organised so far-as drivers were concerned,”’ 
he said, in conclusion. ‘‘I was surprised 
thrt half-an-hour before the race drivers 
‘ould be hampered by the public pressing 
into the pits and seeking autographs, and to 
some extent hampering the final preparation 
of the cars. It was much better in Dublin. 
On the whole, however, 1t was a very good 
show, and I think that next year the Irish 
Grand Prix and the Tourist Trophy events 
will be among the biggest races in Europe.”’

Sirn—When it was announced that the 
directors of the Tramways Company were 
unable to recommend the usual interim divi- 
dend to their shareholders—before there was 
any threat of a wages crisis—you gee og 
a letter in which (as a disinterested student 
of transport problems) I advocated the remis- 
sion of ‘‘ wayleave’’ and _ street-paving 
charges, which were undertaken by the com- 
pany over thirty years ago. My proposal 
was that these contributions, which amount 
to about £70,000 yearly, in future should be 
paid by the Road Fund. 

A similar, but, in certain -respects, funda- 
mentally different, proposal is now submitted 
by your correspondent, ‘‘Scrutator,”’ as a 
means of bridging the gulf between falling 
tramway revenues and the employés’ demands 
for wages. Reduced to figures, '“ Scrutator’s ”’ 
suggestion. is that the £20,000 yearly (ten 
per cent. on the annual wages bill of 
£200,000) which the company propose to 
deduct from their employés should be borne, 
as to £15,000 yearly, by city and suburban 
ratepayers, and, as to £5,000 yearly, by the 
wage-earners. 

My proposal, on the other hand, while 
relieving the company of charges of £70,000 
yearly, would: impose no financial sacrifice 
whatever on either ratepayers or employés ; 
but the question is whether the proposed 
remissions would be a legitimate and repro- 
ductive charge on Road Fund resources. 

As Í said in my previous letter, the exist- 
ing special annual charges of £70,000 for 
*‘ wayleave’’ and paving charges agreed to 
by the company over thirty years ago were 
in consideration of what was then a virtual 
monopoly of public service street transport. 

Since then three distinct types of com- 
poe vehicles—all of which contribute 

eavily, through the Road Fund, to paving 
and street maintenance costs, and all of 
which have contributed to the fall in tram- 
way revenues—have entered the traffic arena. 
Koughly classified, with their respective 
annual contributions to Road Fund reveagues, 
theseygroups are :— 

(1) ‘'wo hundred omnibuses paying average 
duties of £150 apiece. Total annual yield, 
say, £30,000. Of this amount almost half is 
payable by the Tramways Company for its 
own ‘bus services, 

(2) About 300 taxis, each paying over 
£20 yearly. Yield, say, £5,000. 

(5) To which I add a certain proportion 
of private cars registered and used by city 
and suburban residents who formerly relied 
on tramway services. Even one-quarter of 
such cars, taken at an average of £15, yield 
something like £70,000 yearly to Road Fund 
revenues. 

Here, then, are aggregate contributions of 
upwards of £100,000 yearly paid by vehicle- 
owners for street maintenance, not a penny 
of which was available for ratepayers’ relief 
thirty years ago; and virtually the whole of 
which has accrued at the cost of tramway 
revenues. 

But let it not be assumed that I propose 
to relieve the Tramways Company uncon- 
ditionally of the whole of the present annual 
charges of £70,000. On the other hand, 1 
would stipulate that the company should pay 
to the Road Fund exactly the same rate of 
seating-tax on their tramcars as they now 
pay on their own omnibuses. With the 
growth of the ‘bus services, and the consequent 
decrease in the number of trams in operation. 
the company’s contribution to the Road 
Fund—on, say, 200 tramway vehicles at £250 
each—would be, say, £50,000. The net 
result would, therefore, be a saving of 
£20,000 annually to the company. 

“Now,” the critic may say, “why 
adopt ‘Scrutator’s’ muth simpler 
My answer is threefold: First, that 
the ratepayer is unlikely, under any 
conditions, to accept. a new, and heavy, 
burden. Secondly, that the Road Fund 
method, with its sliding scale of vehicle taxa- 
tion, is equitable, elastic and automatically 
adjustable to rapidly changing conditions. 
It would permit the Tramways Company to 
transfer its tax burden from tramcars to 
omnibuses. “Scrutator’s’’ method would 
merely fix a new and arbitrary standard only 
capable of subsequent adjustment by ad hoc 
negotiation. Thirdly—of greater importance 
both to the company and the public than has 
yet become clear—it would be an incentive 
to the tramway directors to adapt their whole 
system and machinery to the demands of 
modern streét transport. | 

Other questions—such as whether the com- 
pany might be granted ¢ertain privileges 
uncer the, now inevitable, limitation of 
omnibus licences; whether some large and 
bold scheme should not be devised to relieve 
the owners of the company’s £2,500,000 of 
capital; or what “steps may become necessary 
to exclude tramway services from certain 
congested areas will remain for later discus- 
sion. The urgent thing is to find a practical 
agenda for an immediate conference xs 
suggested by “ Artifex’’ in Saturday’s /rish 
Times. For the moment it is deadlock, with 
heavy daily losses of time and money for all 
concerned. To-morrow, if we simply sit down 
and look on, even more serious results may 
accrue.—Yours, etc.,

Sir,—The suggestion that the Tramway 
Company should be relieved of part of the 
heavy charges for way leaves, road main- 
tenance, etc. is not so “ ridiculous,” 
‘ preposterous,” or otherwise unreasonabdie, 
as has been decided by some critics. It has, 
however, been made in the wrong connection. 
By itself it has merits, and is well deserving 
of consideration, but not as a direct relief 
in aid of a wages dispute resulting in a 
strike. 

A few years ago, when, as I understand, 
the Tramway Company renewed its contracts 
with the local authorities, the City Corpora- 
tion and the Councils of the various town- 
ships through which the lines run, there was 
no indication of the "bus competition which 
has arisen since. One must assume that had 
such been foreseen or experienced at that 
time the Tramway Company would have 
claimed some relief in its obligations, and 
such, in the long run, would have been 
conceded. 

The Tramway Compan 
the authority of Acts of Parliament, which 
not only give it statutory rights, but also 
impose obligations to the public which the 
company has to satisfy in the matter of 
fares, officially approved by-laws, etc., making 
for the safety and comfort of passengers. 

I thoroughly agree with you when you say 
in your leading article that, for the present, 
the tramways are an essential- link in the 
general chain of transport, and I would 
advise the public to think very seriously 
before concluding that, if the trams were 
scrapped to-morrow, they would have any- 
thing like the same service from such motor 
omnibuses as are running in Dublin cr é 
What the ofhcial uirementa are for the 
licensing of 'buses I do not know, but, with 
the exception of a few lines, in which I 
include the very fine “buses owned by the 
Tramway pany /themselves, the rest, in 
construction, maintenance, and regulation, 
are far below the standard which, for comfort 
and safety, should be insisted on in the 
capital city of the country. 

wenty-four hours after the trams have 
been removed from the streets opinions have 
volunteered as to the great ease 
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enced in traffic control, and motorisis have 
joined in expressing their relief. While I 
am fully aware of all the traffic difficulties 
which trams running on fixed lines in the 
centre of streets have created, and must 
always create, I suggest that the expression 
of such hasty views is misleading. One has 
only to go to London or any other big city 
where *buses alone carry the travelling public 
to see traffic congestion in an acute form, 
and if the thousands of people in Dublin 
who have been suddenly cut off from convey- 
ance by tram were being conveyed by ‘buses, 
the great relief which has been experienced 
twenty-four hours after the trams have 
ceased running might not be so apparent. 

Motorists and others who suggest that 
trams should not be allowed to enter the 
centre of the city beyond certain points 
should remember that in London where ‘buses 
are the carrying conveyances, the suggestion 
has seriously been made for the exclusion of 
motorists from the busy centres, making them 
complete their journey by ‘bus, tube or taxi. 

Agreeing with you that the trams are still 
an essential link in the chain of transport, 
as is the case also in Glasgow, Liverpool, 
Manchester and other large cities, and 
feeling, as I do, that the standard of 
omnibus at present generally in use cannot 
for many travellers take their place, 1 think 
it unfortunate that this crisis has arisen just 
now. My observation has been that the 
trams were beginning to recover some of their 
traffic, while their service of buses on other 
routes has been much appreciated. 

Everyone must sympathise with the men in 
their desire to maintain the standard of 
living which they had attained; but, whether 
for companies or workers, economic laws and 
world changes are irresistible, and the present 
seems an unpropitious movement to have 
given fresh encouragement to competitors. 

I have no personal or financial interest in 
the matter, and, beyond what I have read, 
know nothing of the merits. 

It is, however, as you say, a matter calling 
for immediate action. ‘The company has a 
valuable property, which, like the railways, 
has had to meet competition from new 
quarters, but which can still count on the 
travelling public for support. The men have 
steady and constant employment, unlike 
others, who are depending on fluctuations in 
the labour market, and their life and work, 
which has demanded no apprenticeship, com- 
pares favourably with other callings. 

We do not know all that is to be said on 
the one side or the other, but, if we did, I 
cannot help feeling that some settlement 
could be’ arrived at, and I hope, therefore, 
that your call to the Government may meet 
with response.—Yours, etc.,
